Norfolk, Vn., November 28. — After deliberating 
f .r two hours the jury in the euse of the State ef 
' Ovinia against the Jamestown Jockey Club, seeking 
a i-e vocation of its charter on the ground that gam 
hi mg is iKTinitled at the track, reported at 11 
o'clock last night that it could not agree and was 
dismissed by Judge James L. West. The jury twie * 
I.* loro during its deliberations sent word to the court 
that there was no likelihood of an agreement, but 
Judge West seut it back to* try again. When an 
other message was sent the court shortly before 11 
o'clock that the jury was hopelessly divided, the 
Judge discharged it and adjourned court for tin 
term. 

Judge West said after court adjourned that there 
would not lie another trial unless Governor Mann, 
who was the instigator in the proceedings, saw tit to 
have the case gone all over again. 

The jury stood seven to five in favor of permitting 
the Jockey Club to retain its charter. 

It rests with Governor Mann to say whether there 
Giall he a second trial of t lie commonwealth’s prose- 
lion. That then* will be no further trouble from 
the authorities is the general opinion, at all events 
not this fall, as the racing season ends here on 
Thursday. Governor Mann said this morning that 
h<* would take no further action in the ease until 
lie had a consultation with Assistant State's Attor- 
ney General R. B. Davis.

Richard Croker Second in the List of Winning Owners 
— Leading Trainers, Jockeys and Sires. 



The Irish tint racing season of 1011 terminated a 
couple of weeks back and London Sporting Life’s 
Irish correspondent gives the following statement ot' 
results of the year: 

“The Irish rating season concluded at Limerick, 
where during the two days over which the meeting 
extended interesting sport was witnessed. Ou each 
day there was a big crowd present, and the wind-up 
for lllll was a brisk one. Taking everything into 
consideration, this year has been an eventful one. 
There has been more energy infused into the work- 
ing of most of the meetings than ever before, ’aud 
one way and another the outlook for the turf in Ire- 
land is indeed hopeful. 

“With racing uow finally concluded, it is possible 
to present full and accurate tables of statistics. 
Taking first the winning owners. Mr. Parkinson 
comes out ou top with twenty-eight races won by 
nineteen horses, his net winnings resulting in a to- 
tal of $18,772. Twelve mouths ago Mr. li. Kirby 
was at the head of the table, thanks to the acheve- 
meuts of Cigar, but this year lie has had nothing so 
good as the sou of Morganatic to represent him. 
Mr. Croker's seven races were all won by two-year- 
olds, while Mr. W. II. West, who is fourth on the 
list, owes -his position mainly to his smart two-year- 
old Par and Wide, half sister (by Fariman) to the 
dual Lancashire Handicap Steeplechase winner. The 
Duffrey. All told, there are 220 owners appearing 
on the winning list, aud below I give the names of 
those, with the amounts won by their horses, who 
have $2,500 or upwards to their credit:

“From 1906 to 1910, both years inclusive, Michael 
Dawson always came out at the head of the train- 
ing profession in Ireland, and in 1908 he established 
a money record for Ireland by winning $56,025; 
while to Mr. Parkinson belongs the 'races won’ rec- 
ord. he having established that in 1904, when horses 
t rained bv him accounted for eighty -nine races. This 
season Mr. Aruott, Captain Dewhurst’s manager 
in Ireland, came nigh equalling Mr. Parkinson’s 
achievement, as the Greenmount trainer won eighty- 
seven races. He appears at the top of the table 
for the first time, and considering that his total of 
nearly $36,000 is composed mainly of small races 
under steeplechase rules, he has done well. The 
winning of the Phoenix Plate for his stable by Far 
and Wide greatly augmented his total, for that race 
alone was worth $5,902. Eighty trainers in Ireland 
had winners to their score, but it will be suthcicnt 
to give the amounts of those who have captured a 
sum greater than $2,595;

JOCKEYS HANDLE MOUNTS UNSATISFACTOR- 
ILY IN SLOPPY GOING AT NORFOLK. 

Rain Spoils Last Ladies’ Day Program of James- 
town Jockey Club’s Meeting and Interferes 
With Shipments to Columbia. 



Norfolk. Va., November 28. — Today’s races at the 
Jamestown Jockey Club’s track were run under de- 
cidedly disagreeable weather conditions. A blinding 
rain fell all afternoon and It was with difficulty 
that the colors of the different riders could be dis- 
tinguished. The change from a good track to sloppy 
going upset form calculations and the day’s results 
showed only orie winning favorite. Poor riding cut 
an important figure in the defeat of some of the 
choices. 

it was Ladies’ Day, the . final one of these occa- 
sions for this meeting, ami there were few women 
who braved the fury of the storm and visited the 
course. The attendance was small and under the 
circumstances this was to have been expected. 
Scratches were numerous and the withdrawals ma- 
terially reduced the fields. There were onlv three 
starters in the feature race, the Old Dominiou Han- 
dicap, a dash of one mile aud seventy yards, for 
which Jaeqnelina was made an odds-on favorite. 
The filly was accorded strong stable support, but 
she ran a disappointing race and finished last. The 
Milden stable, trained by Frank D. Weir, fur- 
nished the winner in Husky Lad, which made a run- 
away affair of the race to win by a length and a 
half from Bourbon Bean, the runner-up throughout. 

Be was made favorite in the opening dash aud 
made good by leading all the way aud winning 
easily. There was not much support for Gift and 
at no time during the running was he even danger- 
ous, Peak handling him poorly. 

Haldemau, favorite of ihe third race, was also 
the victim of a wretchedly bin! ride. Byrne got 
away from the post flying aud raced into a good 
position going to the turn. Straightened out ou the 
backstretch, hi* began to take back until he was 
last but one and when he made his move he rushed 
Haldemau up on the outside. Entering the home- 
stretch, Haldemau went to the outer rail nnd what- 
ever chance he had was ruined. The winner of the 
race turned up in Dixie Knight, which came from 
last place and, in a hard drive, just managed to beat 
Roebuck a head. Butwell rode the winner and gave 
him one of his best finishing efforts. 

The special wttich was to have left for Columbia 
this afternoon, was broken up bv the rain. Many 
of the horsemen refused to leave* in the storm, but 
H. G. Bcdwell and John Powers, with J. L. Hol- 
land’s horses, decided that a little thing like rain 
would not alter their plans, so they departed. If 
the weather clears overnight, a special will leave 
tomorrow, another ou Thursday and still another on 
Friday. 

ALL IN READINESS AT JUAREZ. 



City of El, Paso Crowded with Followers of the Turf 
— Many Layers on Hand. 

El Paso, Tex., November 28. — Everything is now 
in readiness for the opening of the third Juarez 
meeting. All signs point to its being the most suc- 
cessful one ever given here. There are more visi- 
tors already in the city than have ever before put 
in an appearance so early in the season, and the 
city of El Paso is crowded to Its utmost capacity 
with followers of the sport. 

The bookmakers this season will operate from the 
old fashioned stands with slates instead of with 
stools ami hand slates, as has been the method em- 
ployed at Juarez in former seasous. 

The new top dressing that was applied to the 
course will be of great benefit to the horsemen, as 
it gives much softer footing for the horses and in 
wet weather will make a course that can be run over 
with safety.

“John Thompson and John Doyle tie for pride of 
place amongst professional riders, but on lus per- 



centage Thompson beats Doyle comfortably. The 
former served his time with Mr. Parkinson and has 
been associated with the Maddenstown stable ever 
since. Just as Dawson lias an unique record amongst 
the trainers, so has Thompson amongst the jockeys. 
He will be remembered as having been Mr. J. C. 
Sullivan’s choice of jockey for Berrill when that 
horse won the Cambridgeshire in 1900. Thompson 
lias been leading winning jockey in Ireland in 1901- 
2-3-4-5-6-7-10 and 11; was second in 1909 and fourth 
iu 1908. 

“John Doyle is much older than the other John, 
and comes from a family which for four successive 
generations lias given brilliant horsemen to the 
turf, and the fame of the family is likely to be 
continued through Doyle’s son, Joseph Doyle. Jr., 
whose indentures were recently taken ovct from P. 
Behan by Mr. P. F. Hartigan. John Doyle was 
Capt. MacheU’s ideal lightweight horseman, and for 
that shrewd racing man Doyle rode frequently. He 
has achieved distinction in several races in Eng- 
land. but his most important was on Burnaby in the 
Cesarewitch of 1892. E. Lawn, who served his time 
with Coulthwaite, is looked upon in Ireland as a 
very capable cross-country rider, and he has done 
well this season, with thirty-two winners out of 
uinoty-two mounts. 

“Mr. Leslie Brabaaon, as was the case last year, 
is again the ehampion gentleman, his number of 
wins now being three better than in 1910, when he 
had twenty-seven opposite his name. Mr. ‘Jack’ 
Widger piloted twenty-four winners out of forty-

THOROUGHBRED BARGAINS AND FAILURES. 

J Notable Examples of Transactions of Both Sorts in' 
American Racing. 

Romances of the turf, happenings that brought 
joy to many and deepest gloom to others that filled 
one day with sunshine and the next with darkness 
almost abysmal — an* practically numberless. But 
I with the stoicism which is begotten in individuals 
by the buffets of fortune, there are few records of 
failures aud still fewer of successes. No man 
cures to sjn*ak of his disappointments and hut a 
limited number exploit their triumphs. Now and 
then there may be stories of vast stakes won and 
at times a hint of losses that would cut deeply into 
fortunes. But the record always is Incomplete, and 
at best only approximately correct. 

There is one branch of the romance of the turf, 
however, that yields to absolute proof, and that is 
the prices paid for thoroughbreds at public auction 
and their subsequent success or failure as measured 
either by the stakes in which they triumnhed or ‘he 
actual wagers won on them by tbelr owners. Not 
always does the ow’nor win when the horse does. 
Many a time within the personal experience of the 
writer has he known owners not to have a cent 
wagered on their horse, while some professional 
bettor and sometimes the public had backed the 
horse and believed him i certainty. Not a romance 
this to the owner certainly. But, then, as if to bal 
ance this, there scarcely is an owner who has not 
at some time had in his barn a liorse that pleas- 
antly surprised him. 

Some persons will insist that the buying of a 
thoroughbred yearling is a lottery. Nothing of tlie 
sort. Now and again men with small capital will 
get at public auction a stake colt at a selling 
plater’s price, but in almost every instance it will 
be found that the yearling is quite as well bred 
as is that bought by the man with millions. Indeed, 
it frequently happens that extremely high prices arc 
the result of bidding between millionaires, whose 
personal pride or personal jealousies will not permit 
them to surrender until tin* figures have gone far 
out of reason, rerhaps this is the more readily 
illustrated when it is recognized that it was not 
until within the last dozen years or so, when mil 
lionaires were made almost overnight, that prices 
soared into five figures and at times reached six 
figures — the latter, however, only in the case of 
horses needed for the stud and not for racing. 

A glance at some of the prices paid for horses 
and their subsequent careers may be interesting. 
Virgil, for example, for many years was a hurdle 
racer of no distinguished merit, aud it was through 
good fortune that an opportunity in the stud was 
afforded him. There he begot Trcmont, the great 
’’Black Whirlwind” that the Dwyers purchased 
for a very small sum. and with which as a two- 
year-old they won more than $39.000 — a big figure 
in those tints. Virgil also was the sire of Hindoo, 
one of l he greatest race horses in the world. Hindoo 
begot Hanover, which the Dwyers bought for $1,600, 
and with which they won $118,872. After a brilliant 
career lie went to the stud, and in time he begot 
Hamburg. John E. Madden paid $1,200 for Ham 
burg as a yearling, practically swept the turf with 
him as a two-year-old. and as a three-year-old sold 
him to Marcus Daly for $40,000. Mr. Daly retired 
him after he won the Brighton Cup. and at the sale 
conducted by the executors of his estate William C. 
Whitney bought Hamburg for $60,000. 

Only a few years later, when the executors of the 
I estate of Mr. Whitney put up the horse at auction, 
he was bought by Harry Payne Whitney for $70,000. 
Hamburg meanwhile had begot the great Artful, win- 
ner of the Futurity and of the $25,000 Brighton Han- 
dicap. and according to so good a judge as the late 
John W. Rogers, the best mare this country ever 
saw. High praise this was from the man that had 
trained probably more great horses than any other 
man in America. It was this potent line that won 
for the Dwyer brothers — then a tremendously strong 
racing confederacy — their supremacy. Of course, 
they had many horses of other strains of blood— such, 
for example, as Luke Blackburn, which Michael F. 
Dwyer always insisted was the best horse he over 
[owned, notwithstanding that in the Coney Island 
Cup of 1881 he lost on him one of his biggest 
wagers. 

He had bought Luke Blackburn as a two-year-old 
for $2,500, and, as Dwyer then was in his heyday 
as a plunger, won tremendous wagers on him. In 
tin* Cup it was conceded by almost everybody that 
the horse would have a walk-over. Winter books 
were made in New York in those years on big events, 
and Kelley &. Bliss, as usual, had the biggest one. 
They were making a $100,000 book. Only u few days 
before the race they got word that Luke Blackburn 
was not at his best -that he was on the verge of 
bi caking down. Kelly & i’.liss sent word to William 
Jennings that if he would start Gleumore, a horse 
that liad cost only $350, lie would be “on,” $5,000 
to nothing. In other words, they would make him 
a present of $5,000 simply for starting. Jennings ac 
cepted the offer, started his horse and won. On 
their winter book, after deducting the $5,000 they 
had given Jennings, Kelly said the balance in their 
favor was close to $96,000. 

James H. Keene has been singularly fortunate with 
liis purchases. For Foxhall, the winner of the 
[Grand Prix de Paris, Cesarewitch, and Cambridge- 
shire in 1881. lie paid as a yearling only $650. It was 
conceded in England that year that had Foxhall been 
in the Derby he would not have been worse than sec- 
ond to Iroquois, and might have beaten the wearer 
of the cherry and black. But his most fortunate 
purchase was made on the night of June 6. 1892, 
when Domino, the son of Ilimyar and Mannie Gray, 
fell to his hid for $3,000. Mr. Keene had anticipated 
the yearling would go at least $10,000, and he was 
astounded when he found himself the purchaser at 
a third what he had expected to pay for the colt. 
Domino the very next year won $170,890. But 
better than all, he laid the foundation of the Cas 
tleton Stud, the most successful breeding farm in 
tin* world. It was from his loins that sprang Cap 
and Bells, the only American winner of the Oaks 
in England. Disguise, which was third in the Epsom 
Derby, aud which latter won one of the “ten- then 
sand-pounders” at Newmarket: Commando, Peter 
Pan, and many others that have made histo*— on 
the turf. When Domino died his son Commando 
took his place and became the sire of Colin un- 
doubtedly t lie best horse that has raced in this 
ountry within the present generation. From that 
$3,000 yearling have come champions without par 
allel in* the history of the thoroughbred world. 

Raceland — “Old Bones” aa he was called farnil 
iarly — brought $187 at auction as a yearling. lie 
was lwught by Joe Ullrnan. the l>ookraaker. Later 
the first August Belmont paid $20,000 for him — a then 
record price for a gelding — and won with him a 
Suburban. Raceland won more than seventy races 
and $116,391. Morello. a Futurity winner and a 
horse of superlative worth, brought only $125 us a 

1 yearling, and Tenny, whose duels with Salvator and I 
with Firenze, made the season of 1S90 a glorious 
one, cost only $210. lie won $87,025. But the sue 
cess of this $210 yearling subsequently was the 
cause of the dwindling of the fortune of his owner. 
Dave Pulsifer. Mr. Pulsifer became a cynic on the 
merit of the blood lines, and scouted the notion that 
one colt might be as good as another. He tilled his 
barns with a cheap, nondescript lot, and they al- 
most literally ale up the fortune that the sway- 
hacked son of Rayon d’Or and Belle of Maywood 
had brought to him. 

On the other hand, there are instances almost 
as numerous wherein horses tiiat were bought for 
large sums wen* withering disappointments. For 
example, when the Rainey brothers — Roy and Paul 
A. — went on the turf they sought for the best, but 
they measured the best by the price that was asked. 
At the time a colt called Horace E was racing at 
Ascot Park. Los Angeles. He seemed a smart 
colt, and was bought by Roy for $25,000 aud shipped 
to New* York. 

A short time after the East was stirred with 
stories of the marvelous speed of a colt called I)e 
Mund. in the stable of Newton Bennington. It w T as 
said he was the fastest two-year old that ever was 
saddled. At that time Mr. Bennington had a credit 
account with James B. Haggin, the breeder, which 
went to $00,000. D< Muml was one of the yearlings 
that had brought a fair, though not an unreasonable 
prior*, and for which Mr. Bennington was, in part, 
indebted. Mr. Rainey, after some negotiation, of 
fried Mr. Bennington $4.5,000 — a split Itetween the 
$40,000 that Rainey had first offered, and the $50,000 
that Bennington demanded. Shrewd business man 
that hr* was, Mr. Haggin. when lie had read in the 
morning papers of the negotiations in progress sent 
for Bennington and insisted on his soiling. Bon 
nington did so, ami it was the best sale he ever 
made. De Mund won some races, but he was fre 
quently a disappointment. 

Thh horse now is in France in training for steeple- 
chases and Paul Rainey is practically out of the 
sport in this countrv. Horace E.. the colt for which 
Roy Rainey paid $25,000. made his most recent, ap 
pearance in a selling race at a minor track and 
then did not win. Mr. Rainey sold him for the prov 
erbial song and he. like his brother Paul, has no 
longer auj* substantial interest in racing here. They 
owned other horses, notably the French mare Ginette. 
that won many races, but the failures of De* Mund 
and of Horace E. caused their withdrawal. It 
wasn’t money they wished for. but they wanted 
victories and it hurt their pride that the two biggest 
priced two-year-olds of the season should have de- 
generated into such rank counterfeits. 

After the death of William L. Scott, the turfman 
and politician of Pennsylvania. Phil Dwyer paid 
$35,000 for Bolero, then a two-year-old. He was 
the most dismal of failures, and later Mr. Dwyer 
passed him over to W. C. Daly, who won some 
cheap races with him over the New Jersey tracks. 
iOaklawn, bought by August Belmont from William 
i Shields, was another disappointment. He had won 
la few races in the early year at Washington and 
(Aqueduct and had gained a reputation far beyond 
bis merits, for h** had beaten nothing with up’ 



tent ions to good class. He simply was a precocious 
youngster in the hands of a shrewd horseman. 

Shields announced he would reserve tin* colt for 
the Saratoga Special, an exclusively sporting affair — 
the owners running for the subscriptions ?us a 
gold cup of the value of $2.50t> added by the asso 
elation. The subscriptions were $1,000 each. Mr. 
Belmont’s two-year-olds wore on the ailing list 
and he wanted his colors carried in the race. Shields 
was the only man with a horse in the market that 
was eligible, and Belmont paid him $30,000 .for the 
colt aud accepted the obligation of the $1,000 start- 
ing fee, thus making the purchase price actually 
$31,000. The colt ran an abominally had race aud 
afterwards continued to race atrociously. Mr. Bel- 
mont turned him over, as a four-year-old, to Harry 
S. Page, the gentleman rider, who tried to fit him 
for the field, hut he was as bad In performances 
across country as on the fiat. 

Nasturtium, for which William C. Whitnev paid 
$50,000 to A. L. Aste, the Italian who lias the boot- 
blacking privileges on all the ferries in New York 
and in most of the big buildings, never anywhere 
near compensated his purchaser. After an unsuc- 
cessful career he was sent to England, and there 
his wind became affected. It was Mr. Whitney’s in- 
tention to send the horse to Colorado for special 
lung or throat treatment, but the death of Mr. Whit 
ney put an end to what might have been a most in- 
teresting experiment. 

Tournament — well, one may scarcely apply a 
measure to him. He won the Realization in the or- 
al ge and green colors of Senator George Hearst and 
may, therefore, be considered a horse that was suc- 
cessful. At the dispersal of the stable, after the 
death of Mr. Hearst. Mr. Keene bought him for 
$33,500, and he raced without success — so much so 
that he was deemed unfit to carry the white, blue 
polka dots, and was retired. This was the first 
horse to break the almost ever present fortune of 
Mr. Keene in the making of purchases. 

But it wasn’t the only one. There was one 

other, and about this one no person who regards 
th«* good will of Mr. Keene ever makes mention in 
his presence. It was a purchase that had its ludic- 
rous side, and the great old hear of Wall street isn’t 
given to humor when it is directed against himself. 
It was in 1893. Keene at that time had his stable 
divided into two sets. One that included the 
matchless Domino was trained by William Lakeland. 
The other was in charge of Albert Cooper, an illit- 
erate but shrewd negro. Cooper, besides the Keene 
horses, had a big chestnut colt two years old called 
Hyderabad that belonged to himself. This colt 
had done some fast trials, and Cooper decided t » 
soil him. He was an eligible for the Futurity and 
Cooper fastened upon Mr. Keene as the most prob- 
able purchaser. Mr. Keene was eager to win the 
Futurity and believed Domino would capture the 
rich prize, but Cooper told him such stories of Hy- 
derabad that the Wall street manipulator became 
doubtful, it would be the deepest of humiliation if 
a colt owned by his second trainer — and a negro at 
that— should defeat his pet Domino. He resolved 
to purchase Hyderabad. Cooper asked $20,000 for 
him, but Mr. Keene balked at the price until the 
day before the race, when he bought him. 

Mr. Keene sent to Cooi>er a certified check by his 
secretary, but the negro would have none of that, 
lie always professed a horror of any paper that 
lie could not recognize as a bunk note, lb* told i 
story of a time when he had trained for “Lucky” 
Baldwin, and when he was informed, after being 
presented with some reams of accounts, that he 
was in debt to Baldwin. 

“An’ then I says,” said he. ‘‘I says to myself 
no moh of the writin* thing for mo. I jes’ says F 
Lucky: ‘1 sholy know yer correct, its 
A naught for a naught 
And a figger for a figger. 

Everything for the white man 
And nothin’ for the nigger. 

“So you sees I jes’ am natcherly shy ’bout dem 
pnpah things. Guess dat little old chestnut colt he’s 
got to go out and make a trail for dat dere black 
Domino tomorrow. I shore am sorry for Mistali 
Keene.” 

Finally currency was obtained for the check and 
Albert saw it tucked away in the safe of the Coney 
Island Jockey Clnl>. and Hyderabad ran the next 
day with Domino in the Futurity. Domino won, 
with Galileo, carrying the bourgeois colors of “Doc” 
Streett, splitting him and Dobbins. Hyderabad met 
with an accident and was nowhere, nor was it ever 
<afe to ask Mr. Keene where the colt subsequently 
went. It was even money that night as to which 
was the happier — Mr. Keene, who had won the race, 
or his negro second trainer, that had carried off bis 
$ 20 , 000 . 

'Hie oft told story of King Thomas, for which 
Senator Hearst paid nearly $40,000. is worth but a 
mention. Tbe eolt was tlie rankest of counterfeits. 
He was a maiden until his fourth year, when he 
won a race at Brighton in i»oor company. 

Of horses that brought reasonably big prices ami 
that made good, as the phrase goes, the list is led 
by the great nerinis, for which Edward It. Thomas 
paid $00,000. Mr. Thomas was at the time a new- 
comer on the turf and there wore many of the old- 
timers who smiled when they heard of the price and 
wonder* d how long it would la* before Ilermis would 
tire his owner out. But Hermis didn’t. He meas- 
ured up magnificently to every anticipation. lie 
won the Suburban and the Brighton Cup and many 
other groat races, and, in view of his achievements 
and the prestige which came from his victories, was 
really the cheapest horse purchased in the last eight 
years. 

Dobbins, !>ought for $20,200 as a yearling at tbe 
Ehret sale by Richard Croker. also more than re- 
paid the purchaser. Ho won the price paid for him 
twice over, and, besides, had the distinguished honor 
of running a dead heat with Domino in the famous 
match race that was the sequel to tbe sensational 
Futurity of 1893. For Longstreet Mr. Croker paid 
to Michael F. Dwyer $25,000. only to have him break- 
down before he bad won a race with him. but it 
was very well understood at the time that the rea- 
son for the purchase was the desire of Mr. Croker 
to place him at the head of a breeding farm in the 
produce of which he had bought a one-fourth in- 
terest. 

The horses mentioned are only a small fraction of 
those that have made and unmade men and fortunes 



on the turf. There could be recounted Ueclare, a 
filly that made famous a man named Warnke, who 
had been a flagman on a Long Island railroad, ami 
gave him a competence large enough to go down 
through more than one generation. Frank Gill, that 
for $5,100 recouped the fortunes of a Brooklyn 
speculator, and Roseben, that for $4,100 more than 
once lifted Davy Johnson, the plunger, out of bank- 
ruptcy. Waterboy didn’t elicit a bid at the year- 
liug sale at which he was put up at auction. He 
was thrown back on the hands of his breeder and 
later was one of the greatest horses the country ever 
saw. 

Alcetlo. a Suburban winner, over the victory of 
which iiis owner. Louis V. Bell, won more ‘than 
$100,000, was a low-priced horse, and so. too. was 
Advance Guard, which was claimed out of a selling 
race in Toronto for $1,000, and became one of the 
great long distance horses of the country, with a win- 
ning record of $64,387. And so the storv might go 
almost endlessly— a story that has its bright sides 
as well as its shadows — the sort of history that 
makes optimists of turfmen, whether thev be* but in 
moderate circumstances or have the wealth that, un- 
der ordinary conditions of life and in almost anv 
other sport, would compel success. — New York Press.
